WHATEVEIt FRONT IT IS 
Tho old areumcnt about a second front 
goes merrily on. with all sorts of uselesa dlt- 
forences as to wlioLher tlie Italian front Is 
the Eecond'or-thlrS— and If It Is the third, 
where Is the second? Moscow says there isn't 
any secondhand will we plciuse bring one on, 
■Jn a hurry. 

Really, docs it matter whether the front In 
Italy Is the second, the third, the fourth or 
the fifth? In spite of all denlnls from Russia, 
the Italian front la doing what the long- 
Eought "second front" was intended to do, 
and to that extent the argument seems pretty 
■ fruitless. . 

Russia wanted a Second front' to pull nozl 
troops out of the east — orlsinally to relievo 
the pressure "of German offensive, and later 
to soften tho. armor of German resistance. 
This the Italian front has done. 
-It l5 in no way detracting from the mar- 
velous Job done by tho red armies t6 point 
out that their present rapid progress IS made 
possible by tho fact that Hitler has taken 
enormous numbers of men and quantities oT 
equipment off the Russian front to meet the 
Anglo-American threat eomlng up from the 
Mediterranean, and to replace Italian forces 
no longer In the war. 

The number of nazis pulled oft the Rus- 
sian front has not boon made known, al- 
though our intelligence service undoubtedly 
could guess rather accurately. It Includes not 
only those who are actually facing the Anglo- 
Amerlean invasion forces, but many times 
that number who are waiting to sec. where wo 
shall strike next. 

We, like Premier Stalin, would like to se'e a 
front, be It second or third or whatever, In 
France. It looks like the shortest way to 
Berlin. But our reason for favorlng,that route 
is not necessarily, the same as that'of Mr. 
Stalin. He would like to see us concentrate In 
the wtst, where he has no Immediate am- 
bitions, if any at all, and leave to him the 
Balkans area whore Russian interest Is 
strong. 

Wo arc liTtN-estcd In winning the. war 
'wherever it can be won. It victory can come 
quickest by an Anglo-American invasion ot 
the Balkans before tho cross-channel climax, 
we can't be greatly worried by post-war am- 
bitions. 

So far as we are concerned, the front de- 
signed to distract nazls from Russia now 
exists. We shall, develop that front to the 
limit, and leave It to historians to decide 
whether it Is tho sccfind front.

POST-WAR CAPITAL ^ 
New York bank statements for the quarter 
ending Sept. 30 arc an Indication of the pres- 
ent degree ol inflation. 
It's an old custom In normal times for ■it- 

■ financial Institution to have on deposit a 

■ sum not more than iO times Its capital, sur- 
plus and undivided profits, A survey of re- 
cent balanco sheets ahows that the money 

■ placed with cashiers has almost doubled 
since the outbreak of the war. The Chase 
National bank and National City bank are 
examples with ratios of 1:17 %d 1:10 re- 
spectively. 

There Is scant opportunity today for man- 
agements to Eo into tho open market to raise 
' fresh capital, they can make certain minor 
adjustments to strengthen their own stand- 
ing but they cannot hope to catch up with 
tho vast Increase in deposits largely occa- 
sioned by large government operations, lllte 
war bonds. 

When peace comes private enterprise will 
be asked to grant loans, to keep workers em- 
ployed, to purchase raw materials 'and to 
maintain inventories. Lending policies will. 
. depend largely on the condition of fiscal con- 
cerns. If their position Is greatly extended, 
they may be more cautious than formerly 
about risking customers' funds. - 

If private banks cannot supi^ly venture 
capital, the government will step In with Its 
big bag of gold, and, Industry will be mort- 
gaged by Uncle Sam. 



WHERE OUR MONEY GOES 
Charles E. Wilson, executive vice chairman 
of the WPB, says that next year tho United 
States will have to produce 80 blliion dollars 
■ worth of^jmnament to meet It war require- 
ments. This year we expect to turn out 
around G5 billion dollars worth.'
